has ever wielded In Amcrlcnn hl.story. With 
special pTM)cge.% prc/irfntlal JcglslnLlon nntl 
partial interpretation of rcBUlntlons, labor 
waa given the green light which It "jumped" 
at every opportunity. 

With few exceptions, the decisions ot the 
VfRt labor board were cut and dried pro- 
cedures In which the average employer didn't 
liava a prayer. 

But although organized lahor is eulogizing 
the late President Roosevelt as the greatest 
Irlend the working man ever had In the 
While House, the leaders or labor rto not ap- 
pear much concerned about hla ott-repeated 
warning against "losing the peace at home." 

As a result the tide In tjeglnnlng to turn. 
Even the remalnlnR remnants of the New 
Deal are not eo .lure that Mr. Roo.sevelfs labor 
policies were not carried too far. In fact, 
those In the know report that organized la- 
^or haa only a handful of friends on Capitol 
Hill, and It will have still fewer If Its leaders 
permit Industrial disputes to Jeopardize a 
prosperous recovery on the eve of the 1943 
congressional elections. 

ElectlonsI They always have a tendency to 
swing In the direction of public centlmcnt. 
And whether the swing la towards labor, cap- 
ital or what have you, the politicians also are 
realists. 

Right or WTong, a majority of the members 
of the housB and senate believe the public, 
especially tho returning soldiers, Is antago- 
nistic to the higher-ups !n labor for their 
lalluro to aid In ths preservation of Indus- 
trial peace. Many a youngster still gripes 
about the high wages the man In overalls re- 
ceived while he, the aervlce man, was overseas 
In uniform. 

In addition to their bltteme-ss at labor's 
. many strikes and post-war demands, the 
members of congress resent the Hlllman- 
, Murray Intention to unleash tho P.A.C. 
' against them In next year's rampalgn. They 
recognize the ballot-box effectiveness of the 
C.I.O., and they will continue their attempt to 
drive the labor faction out of partisan politics 
or hamper Its operations by outlawing con- 
tributions to parties or candidates. 

Incidents like the Hlgglns' factories going 
out of business because of labor troubles, with 
resultant demands for Investigations which 
put congress on the spot, aren't helping mat- 
ters any. 

It's Just What can ba expected when an 
administration goes to extremes In playing 
up to any group of people, whether they be 
laborers, farmers or manufacturers. It seems 
to be human nature to go whole-hog when 
■ auch an opportunity presents Itself, the gen- 
eral welfare of the country be damned. 

That's the worst thing that can happen to 
a democracy.

EDUCATIONAL CRISIS 

The inevitable postwar crlsLs In American 
education Is at hand. Tens of thousands of 
teachers who left the profcislon for better 
paying war Jobs have no Inclination to return. 
And no one can blame them. 

Tho average rural teacher's salary, accord- 
ing to the National Education association. Is 
$959 a year. In urban schools the avcraRC pay 
Is $1,055. Consequently there Ls an acute 
Bhortage of competent teachers, especially In 
rural areas. 

More than a third or the country's 000,000 
teachers are new to their Jobs. Some 50,000 
are teaching on emergency certificates. In 
our 175,000 one - to - three - teacher rural 
schools throughout the country, 60 per cent 
of the teachers have had less than two years 
of college education. 

Thus far the states have eluded any federal 
"interference" In control of their educational 
systems which might have .supplemented ex- 
isting school salaries, Tlieoretlcally, state 
control of education has tradition and good 
sense on Its aide. But too many states take 
advantage of this to pny Icacher.-i what, 
this day, scarcely nmoimta to subsistence 
wages. 

Today, better-paid wortera with strong or- 
ganlzatlon are receiving or being promised 
peacetime pay Increases to match high living 
costs. Today the United Nations Educational 
organization Is atresslng the highly Important 
role of better International education as a 
factor In fostering permanent peace. It Is 
time that tho states corrected these shocking 
Inequities In teachers' aalarles where they 
exlflt, for the sake of their jschool children 
and their own Interests, as well as of the 
teacheij themselves. And that goes for Idaho, 
aieo.
